This is the big title of a uo.ia enough 
little pamphlet jjriuted at Toronto, aud 
having for its author no less important 
a perHonage than "General M. Butt 
Hewson" — whoever ho may be. ,The 
object of the pamphlet is to corivitfce 
. the Dominion mind that all the en- 
gineering research of the last eight or 
nine years is absolutely worthless, and 
that the author has actually been en- 
abled, by mere compass-steppings, to 
lay down the true-: lino for . the great 
rail way. Thi^Unej^Btarting from the 
ancient city ofv Quebec, goes, as the 
homeing piigeon fliep, direct to the 
Skeona River, passing within a few 
miles of Janios Bay. Aud the best of 
all is, this, homeing pigeon lino is to 
cost fifty millions loss than the one 
adopted by two Governments! Verily 
this "General Hewson" has achieved 
wonderful and vast results. Here is 
the way he wont to his patriotic work. 
(Woquoto from bis pamphlet): 

"The clioico of route for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway applied over a vast 
broadtli. With but 10,000 people in 
. British Columbia, and but 40,000 enroii/e, 
there was.yirtuaUy no existing develop- 
ment to involve a restriction on the scope 
of tho selection. But "statesmen" witli 
the contracted views incident to public 
life in a struLjgling Colony, and advised 
by a vailv.'ay-Gxperienco which stands 
characterized by tho tjenoral fact that not 
a railway in even tho fair Province of On- 
tario "pays;" have made tliat selection in, 
very naturally, the shore-keeping of little 
ships. They have hugged tho few settle- 
nients on tho coast of tho Georgian J3ay; 
kept within sight of tl:e handful of miners 
on tho coast of Lake Superior; passed 
within hailing distance of tho town-lot 
opeculators of Kaministitiuia; steered close 
to the insignificant population of half- 
breeds and others in Manitoba; and, fin- 
ally, mule for tho shore where they saw 
a little village of v.-hitcs and Chinamon 
on Burrard Inlet !

Certainly "General Hewsok" cannot 
be accused of "shorekeeping." He has 
kept well out to sea, and, consequently, 
encountered more of the inland water 
and mountain obstructions which both- 
ered these narrow-minded engineers. 
Time has not permitted our reading 
tho sixty pages through; but we have 
looked far enough into them to sec 
that, while containing a compilation of 
information more or loss interesting 
they abound with assertions and con- 
clusions eilually wild and unjustifiable 
with those appearing in the above quo- 
tation.

Well; the big little man has return- 
ed from Ottawa without a handle to 
his name. But what is greatly more 
important to the public, he is said to 
have brought back something big for 
the people.

Not 
the money for the graving dock, for a 
glance at the appro[n-iations shows that 
Canada's contribution towards that 
work is, after all, to come out of our 
own subsidies I Not the money for the 
Island railway; for the estimates un- 
mistakably indicate that Parliament is 
not to be asked for anything under 
that head.

The Council met at 7:30 p.m. Present: 
His Worship the Mayor and a full 
board. After routmc a comiiiunication 
was read . ' ,

Wednesday next for an interview with the 
City Council on the subject of tho reton- 
tion by the city of all tho reyeriiio collect- 
ed for liquor licenses. .' , ' ■ '■■ 

From residents of .Cook^ Street with 
reference to tho cutting down- of a tree 
on that street. 

A discussion ensued, in which it was 
elicited that the sentiment of tho Council 
is in favor of planting and cultivating 
trees which are on ornament to tho city 
rather than cutting them down. 

On motion tho Street Com. wrs in- 
structed to refuse all applications to cut 
down trees unless they receive the sanc- 
tion of the whole Council. 

From E. C. Baker, informing the 
Council of the formation of a tBlephone 
company and applying, as secretary for 
tho same, for permission to erect poles in 
certain parts of the city. Application 
granted. 

From John Woods, asking permission 
to use a pbrtioii of 'Johnson street whilst 
engaged m thooreciion of a now building. 

Granted. 

Froui Jas. F. Fell, asking tho Curncil 
to extend the water pipes to a , new house 
on tho corner of Cook and Pandora .streets. 

On motion it was rcsblvod to inform 
the applicant that ho can lay tlio pipe 
himself and that the Council would credit 
him with tho coat of so doing at tho rate 
of §2 per month for water rates. 

From 11. Copeland, asking tho Council 
to remunerate him for the improvement 
of Oswugo street. Eoforrod to Street 
Com. 

From hon. A. F. Pcmberton, stating 
tliat he will be happy to cooperate with the 
Council in oiTecting tlie removal of tho 

Indians from the city. Received and 
filed. 

A letter was also read from the Supt. 
uf Indian Afi'airs, offering to assist the 
Council in the proposed removal and to 
forward the recommendations of tho 
Council to the Supt.-Oenenil of Indian 
.\ffairs at Ottawa. Received and filed. 

From A. Fellows, with reference to tho 
transfer of laud necessary for a continua- 
tion of Government street near Finlay- 
son's bridge. 

Ordered that Mr. Fellows bo thanked 
for his communication and informed that 
the transfer will be made as soon as tho 
contract for tho improvement of tho 
street is completed. 

From rcsidenis of Cowichaii district, 
asking the Council to take steps to estab- 
lish a public market. 

Tho Mayor remarked that another pe- 
tition of a similar nature had beon receiv- 
ed from Oomox and ho thought that it 
would be only right to ask tho Govern- 
ment to place a sum on tho estimates for 
tho establishment of the market, which 
would partaka of a Provincial rather than 
a strictly local character. 

On motion the committee appointed to 
wait on tho Government on Wednesday 
no.\t concerning the liquor liconae rev- 
enue was iu-itructod to apply to tho Gov- 
ernment for an appropriation for tho 
market. 

On motion of Coun. Mansell tho Dog 
License By-law was read a second time 
and passed. 

A number of tenders for blastingrook wore 
road and on motion tiio contracts were 
awarded as follows: Herald street, to P. 
Bipper at §2.35 per cubic yard; Chatham 
street and Moss street to Anderson. & 
Johnson at $2.60 and 23.50 per cubic 
yard respectivelv and Johnson street to 
D. A. Macdonald at S2.73 per cubic yard, 

Coun. Rome moved the first reading of 
a by-law fi.\iiig the time when tho city 
assessor shall return the municipal assess- 
ment roll, 1880. Carried. 

Coun. Boyd moTod that tenders bo in- 
vited for sprinkling tho streets in the 
business portion of the city twice a day 
during the summer months. Carried. 

Coun. Boyd moved that a committee be 
appointed to regulate the duties of the 
police. He said that there were a num- 
ber of by-laws passed which had never 
been put in force and this fact convinced 
him that some stops should be taken in 
tho direction suggested by his motion. 

Coun. Smith said the police' wore al- 
ready under control of - the Mayor and 
consequently tho resolution was unneces- 
sary. * 

Coun. McLean said that ho could see 
no necessity for the proposed change. 

Tho Mayor said that tho by-laws as a 
rule were carried out. Ho know that tho 
officer detailed to enforce the sanitary by- 
laws i>--as a particularly active man and 
performed his duty well. 

Coun. Smith asked what werp supposed 
to bo tho regular beats ofthe policemen. 
He very rarely saw one in the James Bay 
neighbourhood. 

Tho Mayor said the police were sup- 
posed to bo on duty in tho central portion 
of tho city. 

Coun. Clarke thought that the eitra re- 
muneration given Sorgt. Bloomfield for 
special duty performed in enforcing the 
sanitary bylaw was altogether t»o small. 

Coun. Smith suggested that an officor 
bo detailed to prevent depredations and 
the destruction of ornamental trees at 
Beacon Hill. 

Coun. Boyd asked that tho considera- 
tion of his motion be deferred for one 
week. 

The matter then dropped. 

Coun. McLean reported that it will 
cost -SCO to grade for a sidewalk in front 
of the residence of Capt. Starr, who ofl'ers 
to contribute ^5 towards defraying tho 
o.tpenso. 

Street Committoo empowered to have 
the work performed. 

Coun. Mansell recommended on behalf 
of tho Fire Wardens, that instead of 
building tho proposed bulk-head at James 
Bay, a tank be built at the junction of 
Quebec and Oswego .streets. It was 
thought that for the present tho tank 
would be sufficient for the requirements 
of tho Fire Department and ho would 
move that tenders bo invited for tho 
work. Carried. 

Coun. Smith handed in a report from 
tho Water Committoo requesting that the 
Water Works Engineer bo instructed to 
draft a schemo for tho extension of the 
mains and a- bettor supply of water at tho 
high levels of the city. Adopttd. 

Coun. Smith moved that the Clerk 
place on tho table a copy of tho agree- 
ment between the Provincial Govornmcnt 
and the Council respecting the City Po- 
lice. Carried. 

Coun. Boyd moved that the resolution 
passed at tho last meeting of tho Council, 
with reference to the assertion made by 
Coun. Shakespeare that tho •• Union Club 
sold liquor, etcj^ Aiid thus .defrauded tho 
City of revenue duo for a liquor license, 
be rescinded. •■ - - 

Coun. Shakespeare seconded the mo- 
tion. Ho spoke at some length in defence 
of tho assertions he had made and con- 
tended that the system of tickets adopted at 
the Union Club was equivalent to the ac- 
tual sale^bf liquors and cigars for money, 
and was consequently a gross violation of 



the law. Coun. McLean had as good as 
made him (Coun. S.) a liar; but tho boot 
was on tho other leg and he would tell tho 
Council that every word lie said was true. 
It was tlioso who belonged to the club 
who had told untruths and not be. 

Coun. Rome— Who belonging to the 
club has told an untruth? 

Coun. Shakespeare — Why you backed 
up the position taken by Coun. McLean. 

Coun. Rome — I did nothing of the 
kind; I said you occupied a very ridicul- 
ous position when you made uu .".ssertion 
and could bring nothing to prove it. 

Coun. Shakespeare — Well, I've got the 
proof. , 

The Councillor then pi'oduced h postal 
card from agentloman residing in Port- 
land stating that ho, when in this city, 
had gone to the Union Club three times 
to pay his bill, and had paid it in full. 

The Slayorsaid tho gentleman in ques- 
tion, whilst horo, belonged to the club 
and of course paid his dues just tho same 
as any other member. Tho members of 
tho club paid for everything they con- 
sumed there. 

Couu. Mansoll said the Club was not a 
soup kitchen. Dues had to bo paid just 
tho same as at any other club. 

Coun. Shakespeare said it was well 
known that when a stranger arrived in 
town with a few dollars ho wtis captured 
by tliQ club and induced to spend his 
money there. Of course he had to be a 
" highly respectable" person though. 

Coun. McLean replied at some length 
and said it was quite ajiparont Coun. 
Shakespeare did not know what he was 
talking about, and read from an English 
newspaper to prove that tho club was a 
legally constituted institution. Ho (Coun. 
S.) had made an assertion with consider- 
able warmtli and force that people had 
gone to tho club — people who were not 
members— and had bought liquors aud 
cigars and obtained receipted bills for 
them, but he had entirely failed to prove 
tho assertion. He therefore thought the 
apology requested of Coun. Shakespeare 
should bo made forthwitli. 

Coun. Shakespeare said ho was prepar- 
ed t» go to the people on tho question. 
He had been elected by tho bone and 
sinew of the city and did not caro for any 
resolution the Council passed. 

Tho Mayor said' that if Coun. Shakes- 
peare was still convinced that tho club 
members had broken tlie law ho should 
inform tho Superintendent of Police of 
tho matter, who would take action if lie 
could see his wny clear to do so. 

Coun. Shakespeare said it was the duty 
of tho Council to take tho matter in hand. 

Coun. Clarke protested against the time 
of the Council boine wasted every meet- 
ing by such clap-trap. They had had tho 
highest opinion obtainable that the club 
was legally constituted and if such were 
not tho case it would not be in oxistence. 

After further discussion tho question 
was put and tho motion lost by a voto D 
to 2. Adjourned.

Vienna, March 16. — On Sunday 
last, tho birthday of the King of Ital}*, 
a proclamation issued by tho "Italia 
Irredenta" party was circulated in 
tereste announcing that bands of Vol- 
unteers intend to make an irruption 
into Austria. Tiie police seized ^00 
copies of the proclamation. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, March IG. — Tho Senate, 
after debate on Ferry's educationnl bill 
which was amended, pasrsed it by 187 to 
10. 

PAilia, March IG. — In tho Chamber 
of deputies tho left introduced an in 
terpellatiou asking tho government 
what course it will pursue relative to 
unauthorized religious coufratcrriitios. 
Premier DeFreycinete omphatically re- 
peated his declaration of yesterday 
that he would apply existing huv.s. 
He demanded complete liberty of 
action and said that he would always 
be ready to I'ender an account of his 
acts.

.William Palmer, still in tho witness- 

' box. He testifies as follows : — 
. G. Roterts and I wore sworn in us 
coiutables. Usshor arrested Hector Mc- 
I^n <Hi>Sunday.— There was S250 reward 
by Government and §250 by the Hudson 
B»y Co. fer the arrest of tho prisoners. 
Allen often told mo he would never be 
^k«n alive. We left Knmloups on Sun- 
day at 2 o'clock with Ussher and Shum- 
vr»y. Uuher said he thought there would 
b* no trouble in .arresting them. After 
dtrk reached McLood's house and he 
agreed to join us next morning' at Gov- 
ernment camp werp. . .wa stopped over 
night; left camp and MoLcod joined us. 
"Vi^ followed thepij^tcks till we came to 
li/t--': prisoners' camp. . Saw four horses 
■iddled. UsBher-said "they'll never fire 
a: .ahol; come on, I'll, take the lead." 
If oticad Charlie McLean 'on the other sido 
of the fire with a rifle in his hand. With- 
in tan paces of the firo we came to a 
atand. I turned to McLeod and said I 
don't Boe my black horse here.

"With that Archie ran . out from behind 
another tree, a pistol in his right hand 
and holding it within eighteen inches of 
Uashor. I heard it fired. Heard the report 
and saw tho flash. Usshor's both feet 
raised spasmodically. I knew then that 
Ussher was gone. Archie struck him once 
pr twice over tho head witli a pistol. He 
then turned tho pistol towards ine. Saw 
Allen loading up his gun so I rode up to 
. (ihd fired at him. Ha jumped and shout- 
3ji; I snapped again at him. Cliarlin con- 
tinued to fire and came towards us. Mc- 
.Lsod and Shumway stood near. Wo then 
left and told what had, happened when we 
got back to Kamlcpps.-. Every person 
tried to get all the aiahs ihdy flould and 
gtarted in company'? with-' Edwards and 
others to got the body. Got ^thore con- 
siderably after dark and found the camp 
fire still burning.

-'"toJae'.XrMhor's overcoat. Next saw the 
prisoners at tho foot of Douglas . Lake 
where they wore arrested on December 
12th. Hare had on Ussher's overcoat, 
Hkewisa Usshor's boo'ta;" Told Mr. 
Sdwards they are Usshor's • gloves and 
■ they were taken from the prisoner, 
'"■witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Bole aa to hii acquaintance with Charlio 
MoLean, and as to his age', the condition 
of the McLeans, at tho time of tlio shoot- 
ing, their general habits, etc. 
At 7 o'clock p.m. tho Court adjourned 
'"^titi 10 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

<3J»w Wbstminbtek, March 17. — A. 
Shul^way, sworn — Described his start 
froA^KamloopB with Palmer and Ussher; 
their arrival at the Government camp; 
their picking up McLcod . and Roxburgh 
the following morning; their advance on 
tiiitoutUwi'r camp .and-aeeing tho. Gov- 
aminent'lioneitted to^ it'tree. - Witnes* 



stopped to identify tho animals, and while 
in the act of rejoining the party haird 
shooting; pushed forward and saw Ussher 
leave his horse and advance on Bare. 
Saw them clinch. Ussher was thrown and 
Haro, who had a knife in one liand and 
a pistol in the other, fell on top of him. 
Ussher aaid, ".Don't, kill- "me,/ boys." 
Heard a voice, and thought ii was Allen 
McLean's, shout, "kill the ." Ar- 
chie McLean came from behind a tree 
with a pistol and put the weapon within 
18 inches of Ussher's head. Witness saw 
stnoko rise from tho pistol. Ussher's feet 
gave a jerk. Hare sat on Ussher's body 
and iaise4 something in bis hand with 
which he struck a blow towards tTsshar's 
head. Archie ran back to tho camp fire, 
shouting "come on," and fired again. 
Other shots wore fired and they started off. 
Witness had no arms; thinks Usshor had 
a pistol in liis canteen, as McLeod hud a 
shot-gun and Palmer a pistol. Saw Usshor 
arrest Allen McLean on one occasion. 
Saw Allen McLean behind a tree. Ussher 
wore a light colored coat on that day. 
(Gloves and overcoat produced and idsnti- 
fied as Ussher's by the witness.) 

Mr. Bole subjected witness to n cross- 
examination without producing anything 
material. Witness thought tho prisoners 
were too excited to shoot much, else they 
might have bagged the entire Govern-" 
ment party, About 30 shots wore fired. 
He was satisfied all tho prisoners firod. 

John McLood, sworn — Went with Uss- 
her and party to tho outlaws' camp. He 
corroborated tho ovidonco of previous 
witnesses; had a shot-gun and carried it 
on hia mm. Allen McLean appeared from 
behind a tree. Usshor called on them to 
surrender. AUon fired tho first shot, 
which passed through Palmer's whiskers 
and wont through luy cheek. Witness' 
description of tho killing of Usshor did 
not vary from that by previous witnoasos. 
Witness was sliot again in the knee. Ho 
did not see Ussher move after ho threw 
his lojjs up when Archie firod at his head. 
Witne.sa' horao was .shot in three difforent 
pluous. 

Ho was cross-cxainiuod by Mr. Davio 
and Mr. Bole without result. 

T. Trapp, sworn — I live about 7 miles 
from tho scene of tho murder. Tho pri- 
Bonem-came to my house at one o'clock 
on the afternoon of tho murder; thoy do- 
maiulcd my rifle and shotgun. I refused, 
when Charley and Archio McLean drew 
thoir weapons on mo and said they would 
shoot me. I then told thoiii to go and 
take tiio ariii.s. Allen and Haro came in- 
side; Allen had a pair of shackles in his 
hand. Hare told me ho had blood on him; 
I asked where and he replied, "Ussher's 
blood, wo have killed him." Charlio 
brandished his ktiifo and said he would 
kill any one who caine after him. Char- 
lie said, "do you think that will 

ever get the drop on me ? not much." 
Hare and Allen got tho gun and threat- 
ened to shoot me if I did not give up the 
cartridges. Thoy demanded other articles 
and told me to deny having seen them. 
Hare offered ine a 50 cent pieco saying it 
came out of a dead man's pocket. Wit- 
ness refused tho money, but took it when 
Haro insisted. I laid tho luoney down 
and Allen pocketed it. On leaving thoy 
said I should be tho last man 'killed. I 
ndvised them to surrender or leave the 
country, but thoy said they would bo 
brought back. They promisod to return 
the weapons when thoy were done with 
them. Saw blood ou the knife that Char- 
lio said had killed Ussher. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie — Charges 
have been pending against these men for 
two years. Eigliteeu months ago tho 
Grand Jury at Kamloops presented one 
of these men as having broken gaol and 
that he was at largo; that tho gaol was 
insecure; that they had stolen horses and 
killed cattle. Judge Begbio said he would 
do his best to get tho matter remedied if 
possible by tho Government at Victoria. 

His Lordship— Those questions seem ir- 
relevant. 

Mr. Davio — I wish to show who is to 
blame for these men being at large at tho 
time of tho murder. No barm to society 
or to the prisoners can bo done by iIuh 
course. 

His Lordship — Then proceed. 

Witness, resuming — Nothing w;w done 
that I am aware of in consequence of this 
presentment. Tho next Grand Jury al- 
luded to the lawless acts of these men, 
They were charged with breaking gaol. 
Mr. Ussher offered $50 reward for their 
arrest. Mr. Ussher was the only con- 
stable there. One or two specials were 
•appointed in Nicola Valley to arrest Allen 
McLean. Have heard that those specials 
were discontinued because the Govern- 
ment refused to honor the vouohers^for 
their payment, but can't say that it was 
true. Just before tho murder of Usshor 
?250 reward was offered by the Govern- 
ment and S2.'j0 by tho Hudson Bay Co. 
for the capture of the prisoners. 

Evening Dispatch. 

J. Roberta, sworn— On Ith Dec. last 
saw the four" prisoners coming from the 
direction of Kamloops towards Nicola on 
horseback. I was killing pigs and had a 
large fire; thuy took thoir guns from their 
shoulders, drew them to a horizontal posi- 
tion and rode up. I said, "good evening; 
it's a cold afternoon." Charlie said it was 

cold, "but there's a lot of colder 

nights." Archio said, "nind a sight 

hotter times." Hare, Allen and Archio 
dismounted and approached tho fire. 
They took out six-shooters and AUon 
asked me if I knew wliaro Johnson was, 
and I said at his own place. They a.sked 
where Canda was — the man who could 
face three bears. .-Mien or Archio said, 
" this will bo the last night he will have 
to face three bears." Archie said, "He'll 
have to face four boys; I'm only 15, but 
you bet your life I'm brfivc." Allen told 
me that thuy had killed Johnny Ussher. I 
said, "You're only fooling.'' He replied, 
"Upon my soul we killed himV' Hare 
showed a dirk saying," "liera'a tho knife 
that went through him, and here's the 
blood 011 it." There was blood on his 
coat, which was groy colcu'cd, and on his 
faco. Archie held up one of his feet and 
said, "here's Ussher's boots;" and Hare 
added, "here's his coat .and gloves." Al- 
len said, "there's his horse, saddle and 
canteen." ' "fhey said they had killed a 
sheep man. Palmer, Allen added, had 
followed them with a party of men and 
ordered them to surrender, that he raised 
a rifle and he guessed he got all he want- 
ed. Allen showed mo where a ball 
had gone through his waistcoat. 
I gave him somo tobacco. Ho hauled 
a pair of handcuffs from tho canteen, say- 
ing, "here's tho handcuffs Ussher brought 
out to put on me, but he did'nt get them 
on. I'll keep them for Palmer." Charlie 
said "yes, and we'll give liim fifty lashes 
evei-y day and fifty every night before he 
goe.i to bed; we'll keep them to torment 
him." (Allen and Charlie McLean were' 
hero obs(!rvod to laugh heartily.) Thoy 
said they wanted Palmer, Ben and Sam 
Moore. I told them I was'nt afraid of 
them and Allen said they w-ould'nt hurt 
mo because I had a large family. 

John T. Edwards, sworn: I am a Jus- 
tice of the Peace at Kamloops. Issued a 
•warrant on Palmer's - information for .the 



arrest of prisoners for horse-stealing, 
which I handed to Ussher. I have not 
seen that warnmt since. 

Witness here read a warrant issued by 
Mr. Cornwall and himself for the appre- 
hension of the McLeans and Hare ou 
various charges; also, a warrant for the 
arrest of Oharles Mi^eftn for breakinji; 
gaol' two years ago. He had bitten a Si- 
wash's nose off and was sentenced to 
several months' imprisonment. Ussher 
was constable. Witness described going 
out with a party and finding the body of 
Ussher lying in the snow partly . stripped 
and the nature of the wounds, the pursuit 
and the captura;.x,already..- namted. The 
The prisoners surrendered to him. • Hare 
came first. Witness asked why they had 
killed Ussher. He replied it was too late 
now to talk about it. After tho four pri- 
soners came out they were ironed at 
Palmer's house. Witness searched them 
and found the coat produced on Hare's 
back — 'the gloves on his hands and the 
boots on hia feet. They had plenty of 
supplies when they surrendered, but no 
firo or water. They had six guns and six 
pistols. (A broken pistol bearing Hare's 
initials was produced, supposed to be the 
one with which Haro beat in Ussher's 
head. With a microacop© hair was de- 
tected on the handle. A pocket-book 
found in the overcoat pocket was also pro- 
duced). The prisoners were very thirsty 
when thoy came out. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie — Tho 
first of tho warrants was dated 20th Aug- 
ust, 1878. Thoy had just escaped from 
gaol. "This warrant was never executed, 
usaher could not meet him (Charlie). He 
and another prisoner escaped at tho samo 
time. They hung about for a few months 
after tho warrant was issued. Ussher had 
no time to go after them. He hold a num- 
ber of ofiices and had no time to attend 
to the dtities of constable. Hoard Usshor 
say he had written down to tho authorities 
about the state of thinpp there. No ac- 
tion was taken by tho Government. Re- 
member the Grand Jury reporting it 18 
months a<;o. The warrants issued by iMr. 
Cornwall on the 20th Nnvmnber wcro not 
executed because there was no ono to serve 
them. Other warrants besides these pro- 
duced were i.ssuod, but they cannot bo 
found. Tho Hndson Bay Company offer- 
ed a reward of §250 for tho approhonsion 
of the prisoners. Tho Government offer- 
ed §i>00. These nion were being con- 
tinually repori;ed, two of them in particu- 
lar. .Special constables were sent out two 
years ago this spring and were paid by tho 
Government. Don't know of any specials 
sworn in since two years ago until this 
trouble. The cons' ables engaged in this 
atl'air have been p: ul. 

To Mr. lJulu — Ihivc known the McLean 
boys for seven ye;irs. They are fond of 
drinking and have led a wild life; often 
in fights. Us.sher's whiskers wore scorch- 
ed about the throat. 

To Mr. Davio— I boliuvo I have had a 
circular t» the effuct that special con- 
stables, whilst travelling on duty, aro not 
allowed their travelling expenses. Charlio 
and the other prisoner who escaped from 
gaol were three months in the district 
without any effort being made to .irrest 
them. 

A. Tliurnliill, .sworn— Have been told 
Archio McLean was born .about tho time 
his father was killed. 

Preston Bennett, M.P.P. , sworn — I 
first saw Archie McLean in 186C, when 
his mother told me he was two years old. 
I was always told that ho was born about 
the time of his father's death, who is re- 
ported in The ColonUt as having been 
killed on the 17th July, 18G4 Have been 
in Kamloops or the neighborhood " since 
1SG4. Since 187i I have seen the prisonr 
ers frequently. 

Tho prosecution hero rajted and Mr. 
Bole said, na tho defence did not propose 
to call any witnesses, ho appealed to the 
Crown ad nvsen:curdiam to allow counsel 
for the defence to address tho jury last. 

Mr. McCreight— There's tho law; we 
make no promises. 

P. Arnaud, the well-known proprietor 
of the Colonial Hotel, took tho oath of 
allegiance and was admitted to citizLMi- 
ship. 

The Western Slope will sail for Victoria 
to-morrow. 

The McLean trial will probably temin- 
ate to-morrow.

Late advices from Ottawa, enable us to 
lay before our readers, a sketch of tlie im 
provements about to be made in our tele- 
graphic system. As is known to most of 
those who use tho telegraph, the only 
^connection jfbptween Vancouver Island 
and British Cdlumbia is by means of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 's land lines 
and cables, from Victoria to Laconner, in 
Washingttui Territory, from which place 
a line is run to Matsqui, ono of the sta- 
tions on the British Columbia lino. Tho 
total aniiual cost ofthi.s work is as fol 
lows :—

This sum of .i?17.500 represents the in-

Tho projected refornis aro the imme- 
diate connection of the Victoria-Nanaimo 
lino with tho New Westminster-Barker- 
villo lino b3' means of a cable from Na- 
naimo across tho Gulf of Georgia. The 
estimated cost of this is §20,000 and the 
purchase of W. U. lines and cables $24,000, 
representing a total of $50,000. The in- 
terest on this, at 5 per cent, is $2,500 per 
annum. Tiius an immediate expenditure 
of $50,000 will effect a saving of $15,000
